REMARKS 

Applicants submit herewith a Replacement Figure 5 for USSN 09/757,415, for 
which a Notice of Allowance was received on March 14, 2005, and for which the Issue 
Fee was paid on June 1, 2005. 

Applicants' representative would like to call to Mr. Nhan Tang's attention the fact 
that Formal Colored Drawings were submitted with a Petition under 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.84 
(a)(2) and (b)(2) on December 13, 2004 and were received at the patent office, as 
demonstrated by a copy of the return postcard, enclosed herewith in support of this.
